FIVE prison officers escaped without 
injury after they were taken hostage 
by an inmate wielding a twin-bladed 
weapon at HMP Highpoint. 

The incident happened at the Cat¬ 
egory C prison in Stradishall, near 
Haverhill, on May 12. 

Three officers were quickly released, 
it has been reported, before the inci¬ 
dent came to an end without injury. 

Suffolk police were also made aware 
of the incident and are investigating. 

A spokesperson said: “The incident 
on May 12 is being investigated by the 
police. A prisoner has been produced 
from prison and is being interviewed 
in connection with the incident. 

“He will be dealt with in due course.” 

The incident was the second of two 
hostage incidents in two days. 

The day before, on May 11, four 
prisoners were found to be barricaded 
in a cell, with one tied up and a sheet 
put over his head. 

It took five hours before the prison¬ 
ers surrendered. Suffolk police said 
they were aware of the incident but 
it was being dealt with by the prison 
service. 


The incidents prompted Prisons 
Minister Andrew Selous to call for re¬ 
form to the prison system. 

In a statement to the News, he said: 
“We are giving governors greater free¬ 
doms to innovate and find better ways 
of rehabilitating offenders. 

“We must do better at reducing vio¬ 


lence and preventing drugs entering 
prison. 

“We must do more to help prisoners 
with mental health problems. 

“We have to ensure prisoners can be 
rehabilitated so they are no longer a 
danger to others. 

“We have secured £1.3 billion to 


modernise the prison estate and we 
have responded to staffing pressures 
with a national net increase of 530 of¬ 
ficers since january last year. 

“These reforms will ensure prisons 
are places of decency and improve 
public safety by reducing reoffend¬ 
ing.” 


Crash 
man in 
court 

A 36-YEAR-OLD man 
has been handed a 
suspended sentence after 
an incident involving 
a car crashing into an 
elderly woman's home. 

The incident took 
place at 2.45am on 
Sunday in Haverhill's 
Chalkstone Way, when a 
Volkswagen Sharan went 
into a bungalow. 

A structural engineer 
had to be called to prop 
up the building while the 
vehicle was removed. 

The ambulance service 
treated the driver, who 
was left in the care of the 
police, and the resident 
of the building, a woman 
in her 80s, for shock. 

Lee Beardmoore, 
of Mitchell Circle in 
Wethersfield, Braintree, 
appeared at Ipswich 
Magistrates' Court on 
Monday charged with 
failing to provide a 
breath specimen and 
a saliva specimen, and 
assaulting a police officer. 

He was handed 
a 12-week prison 
sentence suspended 
for 12 months. He was 
also asked to pay an 
accident surcharge of 
£140 and costs of £85, 
and was disqualified 
from driving for 18 
months. He was ordered 
to pay compensation of 
£100 for the charge of 
assaulting a police officer.

A MAN who says his life was 
transformed by getting a 
guide dog is dedicating him¬ 
self to helping other people 
with sight loss. 

Simon Edwards, who lives 
in Haverhill, is a speaker and 
volunteer for Guide Dogs for 
the Blind. He was one of 112 
guide dog owners who visted 
the Houses of Parliament 
yesterday calling for stricter 
enforcement of laws that 
ban taxi drivers from turning 
guide dog owners away. 

Simon lost his sight in his 
left eye six years ago and his 
right eye four years ago. Last 
year, he got a guide dog. He 
said: “It changed my life. I 
spent three years basically 
just sat indoors. I was petri¬ 
fied to go out, and I’ve always 
been an outgoing person.” 

He was diagnosed with se¬ 
vere depression, anxiety and 
post-traumatic stress during 
the time between losing his 
sight and getting a guide dog, 
and is still recovering. 

He said: “It’s just a battle, 
but it’s a battle that I’m so 
stubborn that I’m going to 
beat.” 

Last year Simon did guide 
dog training in Norwich, 
and went into a chemist’s to 
make a purchase. 

He said: “I broke down in 
tears when I came out of the 
shop, in the middle of Nor¬ 
wich. I said: ‘That’s the first 
time in three years that I’ve 
walked into a shop on my 
own and come out on my 
own.” 



Since having a guide dog 
he has become an active vol¬ 
unteer, doing talks in schools 
and community groups with 
his guide dog Parsley and 
visiting the homes of people 
with sight loss. 

He says his aim is to help 
other people feel the way he 
did when he came out of the 
pharmacy in Norwich. 

Simon was part of a del¬ 
egation to the Houses of 
Parliament supporting a 
campaign to make sure that 
people with guide dogs do 
not get turned away by taxi 
drivers. The only reason a 
driver is legally allowed to re¬ 
fuse a guide dog is medical 
exemption - and Simon says 
that research done by Guide 
Dogs for the Blind revealed 
that just two taxi drivers in 
Cambridge have medical 
exemption certificates. But 
refusals still happen. 

Simon said: “My friends in 
other towns say: ‘I’ve been 
stranded.’ If you are with a 
guide dog then you’ve got to 
phone friends and family. It’s 
very distressing for them.” 

He said his experience 
with taxi drivers in Haverhill 
had been very positive, but

that he had experienced re¬ 
fusals in other places. 

He said: “I have had the 
odd occasion in shops. I 
had one shop say: ‘You can’t 
bring a dog in here!’ It’s like 
they hadn’t had the training 
because it’s something they 
hadn’t had to deal with be¬ 
fore.” 

Taxi drivers who refuse 
to take guide dogs can face 
£1,000 fines and have their 
licences removed, but Guide 
Dogs for the Blind’s research 
- carried out via Lreedom of 
Information requests - re¬ 
vealed that of 291 incidents 
reported by 119 local coun¬ 
cils in the past five years, just 
53 resulted in a prosecution. 

At the Houses of Parlia¬ 
ment yesterday Simon and 
the other guide dog own¬ 
ers who attended had the 
chance to talk to MPs from 
across the country about the 
issue. 

He said: “It was a really 
good day. There were 112 
guide dogs in the hall and 
you couldn’t hear one bark!” 

He said a private mem¬ 
bers’ bill relating to the issue 
was set to be discussed in the 
House of Commons today.

Charity box 
theft ‘gutting’ 


A VOLUNTEER has been 
left “gutted” after a charity 
box was stolen. 

The East Anglian Air 
Ambulance collection box 
went missing from Haver¬ 
hill Pharmacy in Camps 
Road, on Sunday, May 15. 

Volunteer Tom Tilley - 
who is responsible for the 
air ambulance’s collection 
boxes in Haverhill - went 
into the pharmacy the fol¬ 
lowing Tuesday to pick it up 
and empty the money out, 
only to discover that it had 
been taken. 

He said: “You just feel 
gutted that people donat¬ 
ed their money to a good 
cause, something that 
could save somebody’s life, 
and they just take it. It’s 
very disheartening.” 

Mr Tilley does not know 
how much money was in 
the collection box at the 
time, but says amounts he 
has collected from other 
boxes have ranged from £10 
all the way up to £325. 

He said: “The fact is,

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there’s something like 200 
volunteers in the charity 
putting their time up for 
free. 

“The government doesn’t 
give it any money at all, it’s 
total charity - and they just 
take it.” 

Pharmacist manager Zu- 
zer Musaji said the phar¬ 
macy had suffered thefts 
before, with small items 
like pens and a display 
about tar in the lungs going 
missing. On one occasion, 
the whole pharmacy till 
was stolen, but this was the 
first time money destined 
for charity had been stolen. 

Mr Musaji said: “We are 
just a bit disappointed that 
people would go to that 
sort of level - especially 
when it’s a charity box, it’s 
actually for a good cause.” 

The police are asking 
anyone who saw anything 
suspicious in the area of the 


pharmacy at around 4pm 
on Sunday, May 15, to con¬ 
tact them on 101 quoting 
crime reference number 
37/34187/16. Their inves¬ 
tigations into the incident 
are continuing. 

Mr Tilley said: “If anyone 
knows who those people 
are, let someone know.” 

He also asked for anyone 
who finds the charity box - 
described as “a red, round 
container with an air am¬ 
bulance sticker” - to return 
it to the pharmacy. 

The life-saving air ambu¬ 
lance has made numerous 
trips to Haverhill. 

One of the most recent 
occasions involved taking a 
man in his 40s to a special¬ 
ist burns unit after he suf¬ 
fered serious injury to his 
face while lighting a fire in 
his chimney on May 14.

Dangerous wild 
animals being 
kept in region

LYNX, bobcats and African 
hunting dogs are all being 
kept privately in West Suf¬ 
folk. 

Twenty-two dangerous 
wild animal licences have 
been issued to individuals 
in the area. 

The majority are wild cats, 
including lynx, jaguarundis 
and caracals, but it also in¬ 
cludes three African hunting 
dogs and a tayra - a kind of 
large weasel. 

The figures were released 
by Forest Heath District and 
St Edmundsbury Borough 
Councils in response to a 
Freedom of Information re¬ 
quest. 

Dangerous wild animal 
licences are issued by local 
authorities to allow people 
to keep undomesticated 
animals as pets, provided 
safety measures are in place. 

Carol Harris, 

who runs Jaybeth 
Animal Sanctuary in Bar- 
nardiston, near Haverhill, 
said as it was difficult to pro¬ 
vide the right conditions to 
meet the needs of wild ani-

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mals, in some cases it could 
possibly lead to them being 
“kept in misery”. 

She said: “I did see a wild 
animal licence a few years 
ago when I was asked to 
help a hybrid wolf. Basically 
I felt that that creature could 
not be happy in captivity.” 

Her concerns echo 
those of the RSPCA, 
who told the News : “The 
emphasis of this legislation 
is on making sure the owner 
takes reasonable steps to 
prevent the animal from be¬ 
ing a threat to the public, 
rather than the welfare of 
the animals concerned.” 

Ms Harris advised those 
who were considering get¬ 
ting a dangerous wild ani¬ 
mal to think long and hard 
first. 

She said: “Look at it very 
carefully and don’t even 
think about it without mak¬ 
ing sure you have got a vet 


within driving distance. 
Have a real look at the ins 
and outs. 

“Basically my advice is, 
just don’t bother - watch a 
David Attenborough pro¬ 
gramme.” 

She pointed out that there 
were many domestic ani¬ 
mals which were in need of 
care, and that some wild 
animals could live a very 
long time. 

But Kim Simmons, direc¬ 
tor of Linton Zoo, said that 
in her experience private 
owners of dangerous wild 
animals were able to help 
with breeding programmes 
for endangered species. 

She said: “We don’t op¬ 
pose the keeping of dan¬ 
gerous wild animals or any 
exotics if they are kept cor¬ 
rectly and they are fully li¬ 
censed - that’s not really any 
different from a zoo.” 

She said that anyone with 
a licence was subject to rig¬ 
orous inspections, and that 
the owners she knew “do a 
fantastic job of both welfare 
and public safety.”

Bradman’s manager Lee D’Arcy- 
Jones wanted to organise the festival 
after discovering that it was SARS 
doctors who saved his daughter, 
Daisy’s life two years ago. 

He said: “My little girl had a basic 
vomiting bug when she was only 
about 18 months old. She had a fit. 
What had happened was she had 
been so ill she lost all her body salts. 
The paramedics got as far as the 
Sainsbury’s roundabout and they 
were losing her.” 

He said a SARS doctor came from 
Sudbury to the roundabout and 
gave Daisy the treatment that saved 
her life. 

Mr D’Arcy-fones added: “She 


wouldn’t have made it - it was that 
simple.” 

He said it was only when SARS ap¬ 
proached the pub about running a 
fundraising event that he discovered 
it was their doctor who was respon¬ 
sible for saving Daisy’s life. 

Mr D’Arcy-Jones is hoping to raise 
£10,000 for the medical charity this 
year, and to expand the festival and 
raise even more in future years. 

MP Matthew Hancock will be 
opening the festival. He said: “I am 
delighted to be attending the festi¬ 
val at Bradman’s in Withersfield in 
aid of the Suffolk Accident Rescue 
Service. SARS does vital work- get¬ 
ting medical attention to those who 
need it before they are transferred to 
hospital can make a huge difference 
to patient outcomes. This organi¬ 
sation needs all our support and I 
hope that many people in the area 
will turn out on the night.”

New plan 
for county 
devolution 

A NEW plan for devolution in East Anglia 
could keep Suffolk and Cambridgeshire 
separate. 

The government’s initial proposals for an 
“East Anglian powerhouse” involved Suf¬ 
folk, Cambridgeshire and Norfolk joining 
together under one directly elected mayor. 

But this proved unpopular in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, with county council leader 
Steve Count leading the fight for a different 
“brother and sister” devolution deal. 

This would see Suffolk join with Norfolk 
and Cambridgeshire join with Peterbor¬ 
ough. The new authorities would work 
closely together on things like transport, but 
under separate, directly elected mayors. 

The BBC reported last week that local 
government secretary Greg Clark had per¬ 
suaded Chancellor George Osborne to ac¬ 
cept this new deal. 

Transport campaigners in Haverhill - 
which lies on the border of Suffolk and 
Cambridgeshire - have long been calling for 
closer co-operation between the two coun¬ 
ties. Campaign group Rail Haverhill sent a 
letter to the MPs for West Suffolk, South East 
Cambridgeshire and South Cambridgeshire 
in April asking them to work closely togeth¬ 
er on creating a Cambridge to Haverhill rail 
link. 

MP for West Suffolk Matthew Hancock 
said about the new devolution proposals: 
“I support decisions about Haverhill being 
made as close to the area whenever possible 
and I am hoping that a sensible and work¬ 
able solution will be found through further 
discussion over the coming weeks.”

Activity group 
for people 
witn dementia 

A NEW activity group for people affected by 
dementia has been launched in Haverhill. 

The group, which runs on the first Thurs¬ 
day of each month, is aimed at people with 
all types of dementia and their carers, and 
provides a fun afternoon of activities. 

The next session, run by the Alzheimer’s 
Society, is being held on Thursday, lune 2 
at the Burton Centre in Haverhill’s Camps 
Road. 

Becky Nicholson of the Alzheimer’s Soci¬ 
ety: “It’s all about mental stimulation. It also 
gives the carers a chance to talk to people in 
a similar situation.” 

At the first session attendees completed 
a quiz about the history of Haverhill, and 
other quizzes about past decades, from the 
1930s through to the 1960s. 

Mrs Nicholson said: “The idea of reminis¬ 
cence is you get people talking that wouldn’t 
otherwise say a lot.” 

She said that the first session had seen a 
good turnout, with people travelling from 
Sudbury to attend. 

Mrs Nicholson said that she had suggest¬ 
ed setting up the group in Haverhill when 
the Alzheimer’s Society were looking for 
new towns to expand the programme to. 

She said: “The thing in Haverhill is it’s very 
much out on a limb - everything seems to 
happen in Bury St Edmunds or Sudbury. I 
suggested Haverhill because of the older 
population.”

Artist in quest to find a 
new home for sculpture

AN artist is trying to find a new home for 
a metre-long mosaic sculpture. 

Sculptor Jilly Cunningham’s “Mother 
and Child Revisited” is a sculp¬ 
ture of a large open book con¬ 
nected by an “umbilical cord” 
to an e-reader. 

It is the sister sculpture to 
a piece on display at Haver¬ 
hill Library, a similar design 
which features a closed 
book and a longer cord. 

Jilly said that the piece, 
which is over a metre long, 
is about the change from the 
printed word to the screen in the 
way we consume information. 

“Mother and Child Revisited” has 
been on display at the customer lounge 
in Marshall’s Airport, Cambridge, but 
as the lounge is closing, it needs a new 
home. 

The sculpture is set to be put up for 
auction at Sworders Fine Art in Stansted 
on June 21, but Jilly is making a final call 
for local buyers. 



She said: “I am reluctant in the sense 
that I did want it to stay in Cambridge 
and I have no idea where it’s going to 
end up. 

“It belongs in some sort of foyer in 
some sort of technological place.” 

Jilly, who has lived in Shudy 
Camps for 15 of the last 20 
years, said she had been hop¬ 
ing that one of the scien¬ 
tific institutes in the Cam¬ 
bridge area might take an 
interest in the work. 

“Mother and Child Re¬ 
visited”, like the work in 
Haverhill Library, is a mo¬ 
saic sculpture covered in 
pieces of glass. 

The sculpture took more 
than three months to create, and 

is covered in 2,000 pieces of hand-cut 
iridescent Murano glass, which repre¬ 
sent the 2,000 years since words were 
first written on paper. 

Jilly will be exhibiting more of her work 
at Cambridge Open Studios in Grantch- 
ester in July.

Drive to recruit 
more specials 


A MAJOR recruitment 
drive to encourage more 
people to become specials 
with Suffolk police will be 
held next month. 

Haverhill-based specials 
inspector David Howse, 
who is running the event 
on June 6, said: “If any¬ 
body thought being a spe¬ 
cial constable was wearing 
a uniform and going off to 
fights and fetes, it’s not. It’s 
very professional.” 

Specials are officers who 
do the same work as regu¬ 
lar police officers, but on a 
voluntary basis, working 
a minimum of J6 hours a 
month - the equivalent of 
two weekend shifts. 

Specials receive in¬ 
tensive training over the 
course of 10 weekends 
(spread across 20 weeks) 
to enable them to carry 
out police work to a pro¬ 
fessional standard. 

Insp Howse runs a team 
of specials who contribute 
to the fight against drug 
crime in West Suffolk by 


HANNAH MIRSKY 
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carrying out warrants on 
properties. 

He said that the area of 
policing in which a special 
works is based on their 
interests and skills - with 
many specials from an 
agricultural background, 
for example, choosing to 
work on targeting rural 
crime. 

He added: “For any¬ 
body who has thought of 
becoming a police officer 
and wants to take a first 
step, obviously the com¬ 
petencies you have to 
have are quite special. 

“If you wanted to be a 
police officer being a spe¬ 
cial is a good way of do¬ 
ing it - people have the 
competencies they have 
learned doing the job.” 

He added that being a 
special constable was a 
way of giving back to the 
community, and a boost 


for self esteem. 

The recruitment event 
will take place at the 
Days Inn Hotel, in Phoe¬ 
nix Road, Haverhill, from 
7.30pm. 

To be a special you need 
to be 18 or over, of good 
character and have a basic 
level of physical fitness. 

At the session on June 
6, potential recruits will 
be talked through the re¬ 
alities of being a special. 
They will have the oppor¬ 
tunity to ask questions 
about being a special and 
the training process. Ap¬ 
plication packs will be 
given out at the end of the 
session.

THE full line-up for this year’s 
Haverhill Festival has been an¬ 
nounced - covering everything 
from street performers to folk 
music.

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Glasswells celebrates its 70th 
anniversary with a flourish 


IT’S a special year for East Anglia’s 
biggest independent furniture 
store, Glasswells, who are this 
month celebrating their 70th year 
of trading with a flourish. What bet¬ 
ter time to look back at the decade 
where it all began for this well loved 
and respected family business? 

In the 1940s Jerry Glasswell, the 
grandfather of today’s managing di¬ 
rector Paul, had seen a glimpse of 
the potential market in the world of 
furniture through experience with 
furniture auctions. So, with £2,000 
left over from the sale of a property 
in London, alongside £300 his son 
Leslie had saved while serving in 
the RAF, father and son pooled their 
resources and established the first 
Glasswells shop at 35 Brentgovel 
Street in Bury St Edmunds, what 
would become their flagship store. 

The search for premises had not 
been easy, however, and it was only 
with the surety from local solicitor 
Tom Wilson that they agreed a rent 
with the owners, of £100 a year. 

Purveying the best second-hand 
furniture, glass and china, Glass¬ 
wells opened its doors in May 1946, 
with Jerry and son Leslie partners 
from the outset, later taking on 
Jerry’s brother Frank and brother- 
in-law Tom Buckle as their first 
employees. Things weren’t easy 
to begin with so Jerry’s wife Ethel

helped run the shop while the men 
continued their work as freelance 
porters at local auctions. It was an 
ideal combination as the sales were 
also a means of acquiring stock for 
resale. 

Business was so brisk that they 
took over the lease of the prop¬ 
erty next door the following year, 
doubling both their selling space 
and their turnover, which doubled 
again a year later. A big business 
decision was also made that year 
- 1948 - to start selling only new 
furniture, as second-hand furniture 
was in great demand and becom¬ 
ing difficult to acquire. To complete 
the company’s family orientation 
Jerry’s daughter Peggy then joined 
the business, as cashier and wages 
clerk, but also helping to run their 
own hire purchase scheme. 

It was in March 1949 that Glass¬ 
wells took a gamble and pulled off a 
masterstroke, after Leslie persuaded 
his father Jerry to stage a furniture 
exhibition. Unable to book The Old 
Town Hall in Bury, they decided to 
hire Haverhill Town Hall. Despite 
the £100 hire cost (a huge sum back 
then) it was an opportunity to pro¬ 
mote the Glasswells name further 
afield in a town with no furniture

store at the time, and taking it for 
a few days meant they could create 
attractive furnishing displays in au¬ 
thentic room settings. 

The show duly turned out to be a 
massive success, and with the Town 
Hall crammed with visitors, tak¬ 
ings soared to £3,600 in three and a 
half days. Compared to the average 
£500 weekly take at the Bury store 
this was a staggering amount, and 
they immediately began looking for 
permanent premises in Haverhill to 
cater for the demand. 

Next month we’ll be taking a 
look at how things progressed for 
Glasswells in the 1950s, with the 
hit exhibitions moving around the 
region for several week stints to 
capitalise on their popularity. 

The story of a local institution 
continues.

‘I have self-respect again. 
If I can do it, you can too’ 

Becoming visually impaired after battling a brain tumour, Rojimon Cherian was unable to work and lost his confidence 
- but after discovering the joys of exercise, he’s turned his life around. Emma Higginbotham meets him. 



T ALL, broad and the picture of good health, 
Rojimon Cherian is looking dapper in his 
bright green gym instructor's uniform. Now 
in his fifth month working at Better's Parkside 
Pools and Gym in Cambridge, the 42-year-old is 
clearly in his element - and can't keep the smile 
off his face. 

"I love working here," beams Rojimon. "It's 
such a good atmosphere, and everyone is so 
helpful. And I hope that I, in turn, am helping 
the people who come here to train, especially 
disabled people." 

If anyone can relate to people with 
disabilities, it's Rojimon. Blind in one eye and 
with only a strip of vision in the other, he has 
to move carefully, and walks with a white stick 
at night. And although it's hard to imagine 
now, Rojiman has experienced the dark side of 
disability too. Not so long ago, unable to work 
and feeling "worthless", he was too depressed 
to leave the house. 

Originally from India, Rojimon first came 
to the UK with his wife Bincy, a carer, back in 
2004. Settling in Cambridge, life was good - 
but it wasn't long before he started noticing 
problems with his vision. "When I was driving, 
there'd be a few seconds when I couldn't see 
anything," he recalls. "And when I was watching 
TV, if there was one person on screen, I could 
see three or four of the same person. 

"I went to the doctor, and they said maybe 
it was migraines, so they gave me a heavy dose 
of tablets. But they didn't make a difference, 
so the doctor said I'd better have my eyes 
checked." 

Rojimon duly booked an appointment 
with a local optician, "and they looked at my 
eyes through their machine and said 'There's 
something wrong in your eye. Something's 
blocking it'." 

A scan at Addenbrooke's was arranged - and 
the news was bad. "I had a tumour; it was very 
big, totally covering the left side of my brain," 
he says. "The doctor said 'It's better if you stay 
here tonight, then tomorrow we can do the 
surgery'. 

"I totally panicked. It was a big shock. I was 
told there was a chance I might be paralysed 
down one side, or go into a coma, or even die." 
To make matters worse, they had just found out 
that Bincy was pregnant with their first child, 

"so we were both very, very worried". 

The operation to remove the tumour took 
nearly eight hours. It was a success, and after 
waking up, Rojimon didn't seem to have any 
side effects. But gradually, he noticed that his 
vision was beginning to deteriorate. "After the 
operation I could see everything, but it slowly 
got worse," he recalls. "I was told that the 
tumour had damaged my optic nerve." 

Within a month, Rojimon had completely 
lost the vision in his left eye, and the peripheral 
vision in his right: "I can see this much," he 
says holding his thumb and forefinger together, 
leaving all but a tiny gap. "I was devastated. 

I needed help to go everywhere, even to the 
toilet. Before I could see everything and do 
everything, and suddenly my life had changed." 

Since arriving in Cambridge, Rojimon had 
been working in the kitchen of an Indian 
restaurant in the city, "but I had to give up," he 
says quietly. "The kitchen was very busy - we 
needed to work fast, and with knives. It wasn't 
safe." 

Losing his vision and his job, with a baby on 
the way, hit Rojimon incredibly hard. "I battled 
with a feeling of worthlessness because I was 
not able to provide for my family. I barely got 


out of bed, let alone out of the house," he 
recalls. "I was thinking 'How will I manage? 
How will I look after my wife and child?' 
Everything was upside down." 

Baby Joshua arrived in November, seven 
months after Rojimon's operation, "and after 
that I knew I had to live. I wanted to live for 
him, so I tried to change." One of the first 


steps was contacting Cam Sight, a local charity 
that offers advice and support to people of 
all ages with sight loss. It was there that he 
met volunteer Joseph Tucker, who made it his 
mission to get Rojimon more active. 

"He said 'Are you happy to just go for a 
walk?' And I said 'Yes, I would like to'. So we'd 
just go for walks slowly, then gradually started to 


run, and then we'd go on proper runs. 

"The first time we ran, he used a ribbon 
attached from his hand to mine and led me, 
because I was really scared in case anything 
happened," he says. "If someone's looking at 
me they can't tell that I'm blind; I just look like 
a normal person who's strong and healthy, so if I 
hit someone they think I'm doing it on purpose! 
But now he runs next to me." 

By 2009, Rojimon and Joseph were running 
regularly together. "It was his idea. He likes to 
help people like me. And it really did help me," 
he adds. "I wasn't well, mentally or physically; 
when I was sitting alone, it made me feel that I 
wasn't good enough. But doing exercise made 
me much happier - and enabled me to start 
turning my life around. I felt I had a purpose 
again." 

Their first serious race was the Hitchin Half 
Marathon in July 2012. "It was really hilly!" says 
Rojiman with a laugh. "It was hard having to 
run down hills, and really difficult being in such 
a big group of people. But Joseph was with me 
all the time. And I was so excited to cross the 
line; Bincy was there and she was so happy - 
she was crying like anything!" 

He went on to do many more 10K races, half 
marathons and Cambridge's famous Chariots 
of Fire relay, but the big one was in 2014, 
when Rojimon and Joseph took on the London 
Marathon. 

"I was training to do it in less than four hours, 
but on the day the weather was really, really 
hot. After 23 miles I was exhausted, and our 
time was around 4 hours 35 minutes," he says. 

"It was packed with people - nearly 45,000 
runners - and I kept tripping because I couldn't 
see the empty water bottles that the other 
runners had dropped on the ground. But I really 
enjoyed it; it was an amazing experience." 

These days, however, Rojimon, who lives on 
the east side of the city with Bincy and Joshua, 
10, and daughter Elizabeth, 9, has ditched 
long distances in favour of sprints, and trains 
regularly at the Cambridge University Athletics 
Club in Wilberforce Road. 

"The track is safer - I'm not so good on 
uneven surfaces! So now I'm focusing on 100m, 
200m and 400m. I prefer it, and Joseph still 
runs with me." He's been successful, too - 
picking up four gold medals as well as a trophy 
for best senior male at the Metro Blind Sport 
Athletics Open in London last year. 

With a passion for healthy activities now 
firmly instilled in Rojimon, he jumped at the 
suggestion to take part in an innovative new 
scheme: the InstructAbility programme - a 
Sport England-funded project, managed by 
charity Aspire - that offers gym instructor 
training and voluntary work placements to 
unemployed disabled people. 

"I thought it would be good for me because 
I love sports," says Rojimon. "And Parkside 
were very helpful, especially Chris Ord, the 
general manager." To say he did well in his 
three-month placement is an understatement: 
Rojimon impressed bosses with his energy and 
enthusiasm so much that, after he'd qualified, 
they offered him a full-time job. 

Rojimon is now on a mission to help others 
to get fit too. He's started running a mentoring 
programme for visually impaired leisure centre 
users, and says he hopes to encourage many 
more disabled local people get stuck in to the 
joys of physical activity - in the hope that it will 
help them as much as it helped him. 

"It's good for me, and I have the right attitude 
to motivate people too. I wish I'd done it

earlier!" he says with a grin. 
"People really worry that they 
won't be able to do it, or 
about what other people will 
think of them if they try. But 
I can show them how to do 
it the proper way. There's no 
need for them to worry." 

For Rojimon, running was 
just the start. He now plays 
visually impaired tennis as well 
as goalball - a team game for 
people with sight loss using a 
ball with a bell. But, he says, it's 
working at the gym that's really 
given him a new lease of life. 

"Not being able to work was a 
very big issue for me, but now that I 
can stand on my own two feet I'm so 
happy. And with all the exercise, I have 
mental and physical strength that I 
didn't have before." 

Does he have a message for others? 
"Don't eat so much, and do some 
exercise!" he says, giving another of 
his trademark smiles. "I'm so much 
more confident now. I have self- 
respect again. And if I can do it, 
you can too."

MORE than a third of parents let their kids get 
behind the wheel of a car before they turn 17, 
according to research by a money-saving website - 
and most even allow it on public roads. 

And almost half (47 per cent) think the legal 
driving age should be lowered to 16, indicating that 
parental attitudes to teens' driving could be relaxing. 

The survey by VoucherCodesPro.co.uk 
questioned 2,157 British parents aged 35 or over 
with children aged five or over, and 35 per cent 
admitted they had let their children drive before 
reaching 17. 

Some 58 per cent had let their kids drive aged 16, 
while 3 per cent claim to have let their offspring get 
behind the wheel illegally aged just nine. 

And an incredible 59 per cent even allowed 
their underage, completely uninsured, totally 
inexperienced children to drive on the public road 
network, putting everyone around them at risk. 

The vast majority of people (71 per cent) say they 
allow it in order to give their kids some experience 
before taking to the road for the first time, but 23 
per cent said it was 'just for fun' and 6 per cent 
asserted they were showing their kids that driving is 
harder than they might have thought.

Safety debate over 
the burka kicks off 

THE wearing of religious head 
coverings behind the wheel need 
not be made illegal, despite 
calls from some quarters to ban 
wearing the burka and niqab 
while driving. 

According to Yorkshire-based 
Flexed.co.uk, sufficient motoring 
law already exists to cover the 
issue, and that leaves it down to 
the police to make the correct 
judgement calls on a case-by-case 
basis. 

"The charge of 'Driving without 
due care and attention' covers 
a wide spectrum of sins," says 
Flexed.co.uk spokesperson 
Mark Hall, "and this can easily 
be applied for wearing clothing 
related to any religious group." 

"Let's make it clear - this isn't 
about what believers in a certain 
religion wear behind the wheel. 
Anybody wearing a face covering 
can fall foul of the law." 

Flexed.co.uk found from its 
own investigations that women 
driving in a full burka is very rare 
indeed. In fact, a woman who 
wears a burka in public would 
almost certainly come from a 
more strictly observant family that 
wouldn't allow an unaccompanied 
woman to drive a car.

Legislation is framed 
for the driverless era 


D riverless cars will become 
a "real option" for motorists 
to buy in the near future as 
a result of a Government pledge to 
make the UK a world leader in their 
development, a minister said. 

The Queen's Speech set out 
plans to boost the development 
and implementation of innovative 
technologies like autonomous 
vehicles and space flight. 

Transport Secretary Patrick 
McLoughlin said the Government is 
aiming to provide the "infrastructure 
that will prepare Britain for the 
future" as he said projects that 
may seem like "science fiction" 
will actually bring "vast" economic 
benefits. 

He said the Government's new 
Modern Transport Bill will "pave 
the way for the technologies and 
transport of tomorrow". Cars, 
drones and a commercial spaceport 


all featured in the Queen's Speech 
this week. 

It aims to encourage investment 
in the technology and ensure 
appropriate insurance is available to 
support the use of such vehicles. 

James Dalton, director of general 
insurance policy at the Association 
of British Insurers, said: "Insurers 
are already working on how to 
shape the right framework to 
keep insurance as simple and 
straightforward as possible for the 
future of driving. 

"The transition from conventional 
vehicles to a world where drivers 
become passengers will be the 
trickiest stage but insurers are 
committed to supporting the roll-out 
of this important technology." 

Trials of automated and driverless 
cars are currently taking place in 
Bristol, Greenwich, Milton Keynes 
and Coventry. 


Transport Secretary Patrick 
McLoughlin said: "Driverless cars 
and commercial space flight might 
seem like something science fiction, 
but the economic potential of the 
new technology is huge. 

"If we want to propel Britain's 
economy into the modern age, 
and generate the jobs that will 
come with it, it is vital that the right 
rules are in place to allow new 
transportation to flourish. 

"Having a long-term economic 
plan that really works for the 
country means putting in place 
legislation that puts us at the heart 
of the modern transport revolution." 

Motoring organisations welcomed 
the proposals. 

AA president Edmund King said: 
"The Queen's Speech hopefully 
moves us closer to answering the key 
question: who is liable if a driverless 
car is involved in a collision? 


"Is it the driver who was behind 
the wheel, the manufacturer 
that designed the technology, 
the insurance company or the 
highways authority that set up the 
road environment the car had to 
negotiate? 

"The insurance industry is best 
placed to measure the risk and set 
the parameters for driverless car use 
and we welcome the Government 
opening up the means to do this." 

Neil Greig of 1AM RoadSmart said: 
"We are excited about the potential 
safety benefits of new technology 
particularly when linked to better 
drivers. 

"A semi-autonomous car that can 
help reduce the impact of human 
error is a win-win combination. 
Drivers do want to maintain the 
right to drive and it will be years 
before the full benefits of autonomy 
can be felt."
